with a thing except a long-hop or a half- 
volley on tho off. eae 
I must admit that the bowling to-day 
bas deteriorated considerably, and people 


4 who play tell me that there is no need to 


force anything, os there are at least two 
balls in every over that can be hit to the 
bounda without. any risk whatever. 
The suggestion. that the modern bowler is 
far’more confpetent than his predecessor 
twenty or forty years ago is all nonsense. 
There ras aever, for example, been ‘any- 
‘one like Albert Trott for changing ‘the 
pace of the deliveries. ' Nor is thero likely 
to be either as far ss I can judge. - 
-Searcely any of the present Teat match 
team,,would” have been worth their’ place 
in 1912. Parkin on his day is, in my

“There is a good deal ‘of feeling i in the 
City, particularly in the neighbourhood 
of the Stock, exchange, at a notification 
which ,has been made by the police 
authorities to the effect that if a Derby 

‘sweep,’ is organised: next, year a pro- 
secution will follow. For many years the 
Stock Exchange‘has had. sweepstake on 
the Derby which has been extraordinarily 
popular, bhethg “the largest in London. 
Sweepstakes have alse been orgunised on 
the BaJtic and by many big clubs. The 
warning referred to has. cansed indigna- 
tion, which is not surprising, for all these 
“sweeps ’ 
perfectly fair manner, and apart from 
harmless sporting element which enters 
into them ceasceiia charities have gained 
a great deal as a result.

London Missionary’ Society, returned to 
this country, and was appointed Pro. 
fessor of Chinese at London Univer- 
sity. Here, from a handfut.of students, 
he .the Chinese department, 
ment to over’ fifty in number by 
Mthe same force’ of ‘energy and charm 
of personality which had made'his name 
‘known throngiout China, “A master of 
colloquial Chinesr. and one bf the finest 
preachers it! Mandarin ‘in all China, he 
succeeded Dr. Timothy Richard as general 
secretary of the Chinese Christian Litg- 
rature Society" in 1916. For his services 
rendered to fugitives in connection with 
the Boxer rising. he received the Order of 
the Blue Button” from the Emperor of 
China. His influence: was felt in shap- 
ing the policy of missionary work in 
China far outside the operations of the 
London Missionary Society, which ap- 
pointed him their chairman on. June 25th 
last. For o time he was one of the 
vditars of the Reenrder of 
Shanghai. fas Logik son : 
Throughout his life he remained an 
enthusiastic and typical Welshman of the 
old school. Last year the ‘signal honour |. 
was done ‘him of appointing him chair- 
man ‘of the Welsh Independents (the 
Welsh Congregational Union) without re. 
course to ballot. He was a powerful 
spenker in Welsh and his ‘services were 
much sought after. In that language. be 
wrote the life of Griffith John, another 
great Welsh missionary to China, and 
other books. 
‘Four of his daughtefs are missionaries 
Four of his daughters ire mis-, 
sionaries or the wives of _ mission- 
aries. Miss Gwendoline -Rees, © of 
Tientsin, left Yhat city .on July. 8th, 
when her father's condition -heenmne: srr 
jous, and, travelling rid Siberia, reached 
London in time to.sece him and to be with 
her mother in her bereavement. "lt was 
‘only three months ago that, at the age nf 
@3, Dr. Hopkyn Rees had to give up his 
work. During July he rallied wonder- 
fully, and was able to be taken into the 
rden. The end came suddenly on Bank 
oliday.
